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I 

The name of the Society is: The Pan 
American Society of the United States. 
Incorporated. 

II 
The objects of the Society are:* 

1. "To promote acquaintance among rep- 
resentative men of the United States and those 
of the other republics of America. 

2. To show hospitality and attention to 
representative men of the other republics of 
America who visit the United States. 

3. To take such other steps involving no 
political policy* as the Society may deem wise 
to develop and conserve mutual knowledge and 
understanding and true frienddiip among the 
American republics and peoples.** 

Ill 

1. The cratral office or principal head- 
quarters of the Society shall be in New York 

•From the Certificate of Incorporation. 
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with such branches or associated organizations 
in other cities of the Americas as the central or 
principal office shall determine. 

2. The members of the Society shall hold 
their annual meeting in New York City on the 
second Monday in February in each year at 
which shall be elected the Officers and Directors 
for the ensuing year. Notice of said meeting 
shall be mailed to each member at his last known 
address at least two weeks in advance. When 
the secotid Monday in February shall fall on a 
holiday dien the meeting shall be held on the 
following day. The Incorporators shall elect 
Officers to hold office until the first Annual 
Meeting of die Society. 

3. At least nine members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum at any meeting of the 
members. 

IV 

The membership of the Society shall be: 

1. Honorary; Patron; Life; Sustaining; 
Regular and Associate. Any person proposed 
by one or more members of die Society and 
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approved by the Membership Committee may 
become a member. 

2. Honorary members shall be those chosen 
as such by die Council from the chief diplomatic 
and consular officers and other distinguished per- 
sonages of the Americas. 

3. Patrons shall be those persons who con- 
tribute $1,000 to the Society; Life members 
shall be those persons who contribute $250 to 
the Society. Contributions of Patrons and of 
Life members shall constitute an Elndowment 
Fund and the income only shall be available for 
current expenses. 

4. Annual dues of Sustaining members shall 
be $25; Regular members, $10; Associate 
members, $5. Annual dues shall be paid to the 
Treasurer on or before March first. A notice 
shall then be sent to those who are delinquent 
and if they fail to pay by April first their names 
shall be submitted to the Membership Commit- 
tee for such action as it deems advisable. 

5. Membership may be recalled or a mem- 
ber reinstated by a majority vote of the Council. 
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1. The Directors shall be known colleo 
lively as the Council, and shall exercise author- 
ity over the general affairs of the Society in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of these Rules. 

2. Meetings of the Council shall be held 
upon call of the President, one of the Vice- 
Presidents, the Chairman of the Council, the 
Secretary, or upon the joint petition of seven 
Directors filed with the Secretary. 

3. Seven Directors present at any meeting 
shall constitute a quorum of the Council for the 
transaction of business. 

4. There shall be a Nominating Committee 
of five members elected by a majority vote of the 
Council, of whom at least three shall not be 
members thereof, ^ose duty shall be to nomin- 
ate Officers and Directors. 

5. The Chairman of the Council shall have 
authority to appoint special committees to act 
on matters not in contravention to these Rules. 

6. There shall be a Membership Committee 
of five members: One of the Vice-Presidents, 
&e Chairman of the Council, the Secretary, and 
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two aiH>ou^te<l by the Chairman of the Council. 
Three shall be a quorum and a majority to act 

7. There shall be a Finance Committee of 
three members appointed by the Chairman of the 
Council, which shall supervise and control the 
finances of die Society subject to the authority 
of the Council. 

8. Vacancies in the office of any Director or 
Officer may be filled by the Council. 

VI 
The Officers of the Society shall be: 

1. A President. 

2. Two Honorary Presidents who shall be, 
respectively, the Secretary of State of the United 
States, and the ranking American diplomatic 
officer accredited to the United States. 

3. Three Vice-Presidents, designated as 
First, Second and Third, who in die absence 
of the President shall act in his place in die 
order named. 

4. Such Honorary Vice-Presidents as the 
Society may elect, not to exceed twelve. 
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5. A Chairman of the Council who shall 
preside at the meetings of the Council and exer-* 
cise authority as herein provided. 

6. A Secretary who shall have charge of die 
activities of the Society. 

7. A Treasurer who shall receive all funds 
of the Society and disburse them in accordance 
with a budget prepared by the Secretary and 
approved by the Finance Committee. 

8. In the absence of the Treasurer of the 
Society the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
shall have authority to act as Treasurer pro tem- 
pore. 

9. The Officers of the Society elected, ex- 
cept Honorary Presidents and Vice-Presidents, 
shall be Directors. 

10. The Secretary shall receive such own- 
pensation as the Finance Committee from time 
to time shall determine in accordance with the 
provisions of these rules. 

VII 

The corporate seal of the Society shall be 
circular in form and shall bear the name of the 
Society and the year of its incorporation. 
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VIII 

Any member, Officer, or Director may at any 
time waive any notice or other formality re- 
quired by statute or by the Certificate of Incor- 
poration or under these Rules. 

IX 

These Rules may be amended by a majority 
vote of the Directors present at any meeting of 
the Council of which notice has been given at 
least two weeks in advance with an exact state- 
ment of the amendmrat or amendments proposed.
